City Courthouse to 
Be Made Safe By 


Budget Provision 


The city council In its budget has. 


made a nro\ision for 9)2,000 to be 
spent on improving the city court- 
house, although it is understood that 
some members are opposed to spend- 
ing any further money on the seat of 
city 
government. The expenditure 


during the current fiscal year has 
been agreed upon, however, largely 
jecause of the expressed belief of the 
city engineer that the tower of the 
juilding is unsafe at the present time 
nd should be attended to without 


any loss of time, no matter what fu- 
ure plans for a new courthouse may 
be under,,consideration. The engineer 
and a contractor recently made<an in- 
spection of the tower and found that 
eakage had resulted in the rotting 
of stout timbers and the deterioration 
of other material used in its constiuc- 
;ion. Recognition was also given the 
fact that the tower is not simply an 
ornament but it carries a considerable 
weight, including the branze bell, the 
heavy weights which give impulse to 
the flre alarm hammer and the clock 
mechanism together with the heavy 
weights which operate it. 
The immediate needs of the court- 


house have been recognized for some 
time by the council which has not 
been in a financial position to author- 
ize them. 
The quarters of the clerk 


of the court have been completely 
outgrown and many of the records 
haie no piace for permanent filing 
Plans drawn up some years ago pro- 
vided for the building of a wing on 
that'part of the courthouse lot which 
now stands vacant. 
This would give 


the clerk of the court sufficient-work- 
ing space but would cost S18.000 
There is little chance now of this pro- 
ject being carried out as there is a

Taylor enlisted in the army when the 
war started and fought on half a 
dozen sectors of the front, and in 
the five years since he has been a pri- 
soner there hasn't " been one scratch 
on his -record.

The 
death sentence was commuted to life 
in the penitentiary, however, and last 
November he was released.

FIRST ACCOUNT OFNEW SUN COMPASS

Captain Roald Amundsen'* Associate

and The Bee). 


An artifical sun ha* been cieated 


o o\ ercome the greatest difficultj in 
a transpolar flight— that of naviga- 
lon in the Arctic region*. 
Whether the flight ie made in di- 
rigible or airplane, the same obstacle 
s encountered—that of keeping one's 
direction. 
For it is by the coirrpa«s that the 
na\igator sets his course and holds 
his' direction. 
But in the high lati- 


tude*, 
the earth'* forces which act 
on the compass in a directive manner, 
become less and less 
Th£ ordmarj 
compass becomes more and more un- 
reliable. Through the motion of the 
plane, the needle commences to spin 
around and the compass becomes ut- 
terly u*«less - 
The proximity of the magnetic pole 


furthermore 
effects 
the 
magnetic 


compass. 
"A -gyro-compAss **irgested itself 


But thi* had to be eliminated because 
zero at 90 degrees north 
Takes Tip From Sun 
Appreciating these difficulties, and 
realizing 
that hi* navigation 
plan 
would only be feasible if he were fur- 
niehed with a reliable direction-finder 
in high latitudes. Captain Amundsen 
set out to devise a new tpe of com- 
pass 
. 
The sun itssif is a. perfect substi- 
tute for the ordinary means of di- 
rection-finding in the Arctic but the 
rotation of the earth is an incom-en- 
,ence —the eun does not maintain a 
constant azimuth, but moves around 
the horizon once every 24 hours. 
Th* thought of a sun dial connect- 


er1 with a clock-work presented itsctf 
a* a solution. So on a vl«it to Ber- 
lin in January, 
Captain Amundsen 
and I placed the problem before Cap- 
tain Boykow, a prominent member of 
the scientific staff of the C P. Goerz 
Ontical Works 
With Amundsen's suggestion as a 
baai*. he constructed a ^ orking model 
of a sun compaes which is astounding 
in its simplicity and which perman- 
ently eliminates 
difficulty in di- 
rection-finding m the Arctic during 
the summer months 
In high latitude* the sun Is con- 
tinually on. the-.borizon- from the mid- 
dle of May until -late August anrl 
clouds and fog are no obstacles as 
the airplane can always ascend above 
them

WASHINGTON WANTS TO KNOW 


WHO NOW OWNS CZAR EMBASSY

icart of the nation's capital that 
ormerly housed the embassy of the 
:zar of Russia? 


The official papers in the office of 


the District recorder of deeds show- 
no title vested In "The Imperial Rus- 
ian Government," an institution that 
ceased to exist in the spring of 191*7. 


B far as the United States .jovern- 
>f the department of state it belongs 
ment Is concerned, throughthe, acts 
o the Kerensky government, 
fnof- 


flcially the department of state knows 
here has been no "Kercnsky govern- 
ment for a matter of nearly six years 
Officially, however, its records, as 
ho\v-n by the diplomatic list, revised 
o February 1924 credits Serge Ughet, 
a Kerensky agent, as the financial at- 
ache of Russia, and the state depart- 
ment continues to recognize him as 
he custodian of the mansion which 
oday stands sealed like a tomb 


Real estate experts in Washington 


;ay the place, if it could be put on 
he market, would be worth a million 
Lollars or more. It is located "right 
lown town" five blocks from 
the 


White House, on fashionable Six- 
eenth street, which some of the ar- 
Isticallj inclined, in bursts of civic 
pride in the past have attempted to 
lave called "The Avenue of the Pres- 
dents" or "The Avenue of Ambassa- 
dors." 


In the days when Romanoff govern- 


ment flourished, the embassy stood 


ut as the most elaborate and ex- 
ensrve of all the foreign embassies. 


George Baldumetleff. last of the czar's 
ambassadors, entertained lavishly in 
ts massive chambers. Visitors raved 


about its -wonderful works of art— 
paintings. 
tapestires, 
magnificent 


hangings which bespoke the vast 
wealth and glory of the Romanoff 
dynasty. 


With the fall of the czar the United 


States 
recognized 
the 
democracy 


headed b> Kerensky but its career 
was short-lived. It sent to "Washing- 
ton another Bakhmetieff,—Boris, who 
stood in the anomalous position for 
more than four years of being the 
recognized ambassador of a. govern- 
ment that did not exist. 
In April 


1922. upon the insistence of several 
senators he notified Secretary Hughes 
that "in view of recent events. I am 
led to question whether my continu- 
ance as ambassador of Russia will 
longer serve the best interests of my 
country." 


The state department then recog- 


nized M. tTghet as custodian of the 
embassy property and extended to 
him the "usual diplomatic privileges 
and immunities" which he still en- 
joys 


Strenuous efforts were made bj- 


Ludulg C. A. K. Martens for several 
years American agent of the present 
Russian government to secure posses- 
sion of the property. His efforts came 
to naught and he was finally deported. 


Although Boris Bakhmetieff was In 


actual possession" of the property, for 
more than four years, there is no 
record that any legal change of title 
to the property was sought. Now it 
is hinted that In view of the continued 
failure to recognize the Russian gov- 
ernment of today, an effort may be 
made to lift the exemption accorded _ 
official property of friendly foreign j 
governments, and collect taxes for the 
District of Columbia on this high 
priced estate.
